The Colored Exposition Bill Has 
to Give Way, 


IN THE HOUSE, 


Augusta Gets Several Draws—Congressman 
Hopkins Has Retarned—Points 
ef General Interest. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—[Special.]—Senator 
Palmer did not get the Atlanta colored appro- 
priation bill up in the senate todayy because of 
the fact that Senator Allison demanded the 
right of way for the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. It will, however, be called up for consid- 
eration when the first opportunity presents it- 
self. The bill will pass the senate, but as the 
house appropriations. committee have already 
decided upon an adyerse report, it is barely 
possible that it can ever pass that body. The 
fact is thata majority of even the southern 
members are opposed to the bill on account of 
the demoralizing effect itis supposed it will 
produce upon labor. 

THE AUGUSTA ARSENAL, 

Senator Brown is ever watchful of Georgia’s 
interests, and, althongh he has been quite un- 
well forsome days, he went to the senate 
chainber this morning, made a short speech 
and had adopted his amendment to the sundry 
civil bill appropriating ten thousand dollars to 
bore an artesian well atjthe Augusta Arsenal. 

A WINDFALL FOR AUGUSTA. 

Mr. Hill, who will havécharge of the govern- 
ment exhibit to be made at the Augusta expo- 
sition, says there will be twenty or thirty 
thousand dollars left from ‘the appropriation 
and the exhibit at Cincinnati. Upon learning 
of{this, and after consultation with Senator 
Brown, Senator Daniel,of Virginia, introduced 
a bill to divide the remainder between the 
Richmond and Augusta expositions. 

THE DIRECT LAND TAX BILL. 

Senator Harris today raised the point of or- 
der against the direct land tax bill as an 
amendment to the sundry civil bill on account 
of itsbeing new legislation. The chair sus- 
tained him and this bill is again knocked out. 
By agreement in the house, however, when 
the long dead-lock was broken this bill will 
come up for a vote next December. 

THE OKLAHOMA BILL, 

The Oklahoma bill has not yet been called 
up for passage on account of the great 
number of absentees. As Major Barnes has 
notified Mr. Springer, the leading advocate of 
the bill, that he would call no quorum on him, 
the latter gentleman has wisely decided to 
wait until he can get a quorum together be- 
fore again calling up the measure. It will, 
however, pass and the country willjawait with 
anxiety Major Barnes’s predicted Indian war. 

HE GETS HIS COMMISSION. 

Chief Justice Faller has been quite busy to- 
day. He called upon the president and had a 
pleasant interview, during which he received 
his commission. With that important docu- 
ment in his possession, he closed negotiations 
for the leasing of the Barker mansion at the 
hgad of Fourteenth street, on Meridian hill, 
and expects to move his family here during 
the month of September. He also allowed 
himself to be photographed by Bell, the ccn- 
gressional photographer, which seems to be a 
part of the routine of newly commissioned 
ofiicials. 

IE THINKS HE’S ALL RIGHT. 

Congressman Hopkins, of New York, who 
was recently taken from here by his brother 
on account of his mental derangement, has re- 
turned. He says the newspaper reports about 
his insanity have occasioned him no troublo 
whatever, and persists that he is all right. 
His friends, however, do not agree with him. 

The house committee on banking and cur- 
renecy have agreed to report favorably on the 
Freedman’s bank bill, which recently passed 
the senate. Its passage in the house isalready 
practically assured

ROUTINE SENATE WORK. 


A Bill Providing for Appropriations to the 
Augusta Exposition—Pacific Railroad. 


WaAsnINGTON, July 31.—In the senate Mr. 
Frye, from the _ select committee on 
Pacific railroads, reported the Union Pacific 
funding bill providing for the settlement of 
claims growing out of the issue of bonds and 
tosecure payment of all indebtedness. This 
isthe Outhwiate bill. ‘‘It relates,’’ said Mr. 
Frye, ‘“‘only to the Union Pacificand Central 
Pacitic branch, having nothing todo whatever 
with the Central Pacific. The cemmittee 
found much greater difficulty in formuiating 
an adjustment and settlement with the Cen- 
tral Pacific than with the Union Pacific, and 
is not prepared at the present time to make 
any report touching that company.’’ The 
bill was put on the calendar and printed. 

Mr. Riddleberger, from the committee on 
manufactures, reported a bill providing that 
the surplus from the appropriation made for a 
centennial exposition of the Ohio valley may 
be used for the expositions at Augusta, Ga., 
aud Richmond, Va. Referred tothe commuit- 
tee on appropriations.

CRISP AND BLOUNT. 


The Gentlemen from Georgia Take a Proim- 
inent Part in the Debate. 


WASHINGTON, July 31.—In the house, Mr. 
Dibble, of South Carolina, called up the 
conference report on the Omaha, Neb., public 
building bill. The bill, as originally passed 
by the senate, limited the cost for site and 
building to $1,200,000. The house amended 
this by fixing the limit for site at $400,000, 
without making any provision for the building 
and site, with a further proviso that the site 
shall not exceed in cost $400,000. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, severely criticised the 
— which, he said, had grown up of 

10use conferences yielding to senate conferen- 
ces in the matter of public buildings, without 
even a semblance of insisting on the wishes of 
the house. The house had the right to expect 
that its conferences would endeavor ‘o support 
and maintain the views of the house; and if 
the conferees in this case had endeavored to 
do so, the house had no information of it. 

This case presented such a daring instance 
ofthe absolute defeatof the will of the house, 
that he felt it his duty to cali attention to it. 
There seemed to bean idea in the house that 
because there was a large amount of money in 
the treasury all kinds of schemes should go 
through in order to take it out. Bills were in- 
troduced for public buildings in towns so insig- 
nificant that there could be no reason for hope 
in the mind of the introducer, except the fact 
that such measures were not very carefully 
cousidered and that there was a large surplus 
in the treasury. ‘ 

Mr. Dibble replied to what he termed the 
lectare which the gentleman had given the 

ouse conferees for their alleged delinqrency 
of duty. When the house decided that a lot 
should be purchased in Omaha for the sum of 
$400,000, it decided in effect that a lot should 
be used for the erection of a public building 
and it reserved the right to 
say in future what limit of cost should be put 
on buildings. The bill as_ originally reported 
from the committee on public buildings lim- 
ited the cost of site to $500,000. The house 
reduced this to. $400,000, but this reduction 
was the action of a minority, which threat- 
ened to filibuster. unless it could have its 
Way. The question of the amount of the limit 
of the cost of the building was left indefinite 
by the house. It didn’t say that it would not 
Rive $800,000 or more for a building, and it 
a unjust statement of the case to say 

t there was a difference of $800,000 between 
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the house and the senate. The question be- 
tween the two houses was not a question of 
amount. It was aquestion of policy— whether 
to provide for a site and building, or far a site 
alone. After three.conferences the commit- 
tee had decided upon what was substantially 
acompromise. The house yielded to the sen- 
ate in providing for a site and building, whiie 

he senate had agreed to the house proposition 
limiting the cost of the site to $400,000. It 
was ho surrender on the part of the house, and 
he. repelled the insinuation that the house 
conferees had been unmindful of their duty 
as servants of the house, or had bcen reckless 
in their assaults upon the public treasury. 

Mr. Crisp ridiculed the claim that the con- 
ference report was in the nature of a compro- 
mise and argued that it was a coinplete 
surrender to the senate. 

Aiter argument by Mr. Dorsey, of Nebraska, 
infavor of its adoption, the report was re- 
jected—yeas $1, nays 92, and the bill was again 
sent to the conference. 

On motion of Mr. Townshend, of Illinois. 
further consideration of the deficiency bill was 
postponed for the present and the house went 
into a committee of whole on the army appro- 
priation bill and senate amendnients. All 
amendments were non-concurred in, with the 
exception of those relative to fortifications 
and ordnance. Mr. Townshend then moved 
non-concurrence in these amendments in bulk, 
but Mr. Buchanan, of New Jersey, demanded 
that they should be considered in order. Mr. 
Townshend then moved non-concurrence in 
the first amendment, appropriating $2,500 for 
the repair of the sea wall and wharf at 
Willet’s Point, New York. Mr. Towns- 
hend contended that the military committee 
under the rule giving it jurisdiction over sub- 
jects relating to publie defense, had ample 
jurisdiction over the subject of providing ord- 
nance. but the committee had not sought to 
arrogate to itself~a scintilla of authority 
which had not absolutely been given to it and 
had directed him to ask non-concurrence in the 
senate amendments. 

Mr. Liount, of Georgia, argued that under 
the rules of the house the subject of fortifica- 
tions came under the jurisdiction of the ap- 
propriation committee and. was a subject with 
which the committee on military affairs had 
nothing to do. The action of the senate sought 
to set those rules at naught. Something was 
due from that iron body at the other end of the 
capitol to the representatives of the Ameri- 
can people. Was it worthy of the senate to 
aitempt to do that thing? Was it worthy of 
the house to submit to it? He wanted 
to see the house conferees instructed 
to inform the senate conferees that 
the house would never yield. He woulda 
thousand times rather see the army bill fail 
than see the senate dominating this body. He 
Was willing to resort to every parliamentary 
method to prevent a perpetration of this out- 
rage of the house. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, characterized as absurd 
the position taken by the gentleman from 
Georgia. That position was taken because the 
rules of the house sent certain bills to certain 
committees, the sanate must conform to those 
rules in the amendment of those bills. The 
position was in conflict not only with the sen- 
ate—that the house could stand—but with 
common sense--and that the house could not 
stand. He then spoke of the importance of 
the proposed legislation. He admitted that 
there was not one chance in a hundred of war, 
but if war should come, the United States 
would undergo a national humiliation more 
terrible than had ever before been inflicted on 
the face of the earth. 

Pending action the committee rose and the 
house, at 5 o’clock, adjourned.

The Redskins Cuarrel Among Themselves— 
The Troops in Readiness. 

Wasurmycton, July 31.—The war depart- 
ment isin receipt of the following telegram 
from the commandant at San Carlos, Ariz., 
“Captain Lee, under 
discretionary orders Ihad given him prior to 
the receipt of your telegram of this date, has 
just returned to the post. He reports that se- 
rious trouble resulted from a quarrel among 
the Indians themselves. Captain Lee re- 
mained upon the ground until about4 p. m. 
to-day, when heconcluded that the Indians 
were not disposed to leave, and that his further 
presence tended to excite them. Captain Lee 
then returned to this post. From the Indians 
Captain Lee learned that those ordered to be 
arrested were seen near their camp to-day, 
and he is of the opinion, and I concur, that 
these Indians can be arrested quietly in a few 
days. The cattle herd is upon its grazing 
ground undisturbed. <A full written report by 
Monday’s mail. My command is in readiness 
and will move out atonceif I find it neces- 
sary.’’©= 
Another dispatch forwarded by General 
Howard from the commanding-general depart- 
ment of Arizona, states that all post comman- 
ders have been notified to use all efforts to 
promptly titercept the raiding parties. 

Some Fatal Shooting. 

Tucson, Arizona, July 31.—Further report 
of the trouble on the Carlos Indian reservation 
show that the Indians have beenstealing cattle 
and preparing a supply of dried meat prepara- 
tory, it is assumed, to an outbreak of 
hostilities. 

When the party went to arrest the hostiles 
they opened fire and killed three Indian scouts, 
The posse returned the fire, wounding several 
of the band, which immediately left the reser- 
vation, followed afterwards by others, all going 
for the mountains. 

They Will Not Sign. 

Str. Pau, Minn., July 31.—A Pioneer Press 
special from Standing Rock agency, dated thé 
sUth, says: Sitting Bull returned to. the 
agency last night and if his intluence has been 
used it has been used in the direction of engi- 
neering some strange opposition to the pro- 
posed treaty. In private council last night 
nearly all the Indians now at 
the agency participated. Speeches 
wera made by John  £Dross, Long 
Dog, Mad bear and others, and the feeling 
was more intense than ever, and not only was 
a vote nottaken which was not unanimous 
against signing either paper—red or black— 
bnt the most solemn oath known to the Sioux 
was taken, and each rose and swore by the 
great spirithe would never sign papers. An- 
other council will be held to-morrow, and the 
Indians are anxious to have the council end. 
They say they have crops up Cannon-ball 
river to look alter and it will do no goed to 
keep thein longer. 


The Routine House W ork, 


Wasninecron, July 31.—When the house 
met atnoon today the clerk laid beforeit a 
letier from the speaker announcing his en- 
forced absence from the city for a few days on 
account of important business; and upon mo- 
tion of Mr. Mills, of Texas, Mr. McMillin, of 
Tennessee, was elected as speaker pro tem, 
and took the chair amid applause. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, asked unanimous con- 
sent that the 7th of August be assigned for the 
copsideration of bills reported from the com- 
mittee on labor, with the exception of the con- 
vict bi.

AND IS TAKEN TO TASK: 


The Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill Brings 
Out a Hot Fight—Senator 
Brown's Amendment.

WaAsuHiINeToN, July 31.—The senate resamed 
consideration of the sundry civil appropriation 
bill teday, the pending question being on the 
amendment offered yesterday by Mr. Spooner, 
as Chairman of the committee on public build- 
ings and gronnds, appropriating $75,000 for the 
public building at Atchison, Kas. 

Mr. Beck made a point of order on the 
amendment, and proceeded toargue it. If 
this amendment were decided to be in order, 
he said, the effect of the decision would be 
that hereafter for all time to come the rule 
of the senate would be that the sen- 
ate might «attach to the sundry civil 
appropriation bill appropriations for public 
buildings, and force the house to act upon 
them, and force the president to approve them 
whether he objected to them or not. He had 
inquired this morning at the document room 
ofthe senate and found that at the present 
session 66 public building bills, aggregating in 
cost $9,723,000, had passed the senate, only a 
few of which, running up to about a half mil- 
lion dollars, hud passed the house. The attach- 
ment of any of those public building bills to 
the general appropriation bill was not good 
legislation. It tended to make divisions be- 
tween the two houses, and would be regarded 
by the house as an invasion of its rights, and 
as an attempt to cocrce it into doing what the 
senate had done. 

There was enough of that sort of feeling al- 
ways growing up between the two houses in 
this and other legislative bodies, and it was 
well to avert it whenever that could bedone. 

Ife understood that the committce on 
finance intended to offera direct tax refund- 
ing billasan amendment tothis bill. That 
would add $17,000,000 more to it. 
The public building bills would 
add ten millions more, so that 
if this thing went on, the bill would appro- 
priate more money than had been spent in any 
year of Buchanan's administration for ali pur- 
poses of,government, He did not believe in 
applying that sort of coercion to the house, or 
to the president, or in saying to the president 
that he must either sign the bill or allow the 
wheels of the government to be stopped. 

Mr. Spooner replied to Mr. Beck, and argued 
that the amendment was not subject to the 
point of order. lt might be, he said, that the 
rule ought to be amended in accordance with 
the views expressed by the senator from Ken- 
tucky, but the only question now was whether 
the amendment was in order under the exist- 
ing rule. 

Mr. Dawes inquired how the committee on 
public buildings and grounds had selected the 
amendment to be offered. 

Mr. Spooner replied that the committee 
would simply offer as amendments the public 
building bills which had been referred to it, 
reported back by it, and had then been reé- 
ferred to committee on appropriations. 

The discussion was continued at much length 
and was participated in by Messrs. Vest, 
Sherman and Reagan against the fairness of 
singling out some public buildings unless all 
were included, and by Messrs. Riddleberger 
and Daniel in fayor ofthe amendment, Fin- 
ally Mr. Beck withdrew his point of order as 
the opinion of the senators seemed to be 
against it and called for the yeas and nays 
on the amendment as a_ test of the 
question. 

The vote was taked and the amendment was 
rejected ; yeas 21, nay¥ 23, as follows:

Mr. Spooner said that in deference to the 
vote just had he would offer no other public 
building amendments that were in the same 
category with Atchison, but he would offer an 
amendment appropriating $50,000 for pucliec 
building at Opelousas, La., the circumstances 
being that such a bill bad passed both houses 
and was now before the president, but didn’t 
contain the appropriation clause. The amend- 
ment was rejected; yeas 6, nays 33, after a 
statement by Mr. Gibson that he should 
vote no, because he did not think that 
the fact of its having passed both 
houses changed principles essentially, and 
didn’t think it respectful on part of the senate 
to insist on the house agreeing to it, and on 
president approving it. 

Mr. Spooner offered as an amendment a bill 
to refund the direct tax. 

Mr. Harris made point of order that the 
amendment was general legislation, and not in 
order on the general appropriation bill. 

The presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls) declared 
the point of order well taken. : 

Mr. Riddleberger offered an amendment ap- 
propriating $50,000 for a postoftice building at 
Staunton, Va.,and addressed the senate in 
advocacy of it. The amendment was rejected. 
Yeas 16, nays 238. 

Mr Plumb offered an amendment providing 
that supplies, the result of prison labor, shall 
not be purchased for use at the national 
soldiers’ fioses. Rejected without division. 

Mr. Brown offered an amendment appro- 
priating $10,000 for an artesian well at the 
United States arsenal, near Augusta,, Ga. 
Agreed to. 

Mr. Call offered an amencment, appropri- 
ating $10,000. to be expended at the discretion 
of the secretary of the treasury for the recov- 
ery of property of the United States now held 
in adverse possession tothe government. He 
spoke of the information recently laid before 
the sendte on that subject. 

Mr. Sherman opposed the amendment, and 
spoke of the hope of recovery of property 
which had belonged to the |confederate states 
as anillusive one. The debtsof those states 
were a lien upon their property. The proposi- 
tion was simply to give some gentleman a 
pleasant trip to Europe. Therecovery of con- 
federate property by the United States gov- 
ernment might be attended with responsibility 
for these debts. 

Mr. Evaris also argued against the amend- 
ment on like grounds. He said that several 
years ago he had been consulted and had ad- 
vised aygaiust such an attempt, and had de- 
clined to have anything whatever todo with 


it. 

Mr. Call spoke in support of the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Cockrell opposed it and spoke of the 
fairy tales of the wealth of the defunct confed- 
eracy as being only equalled by the stories of 
the immense wealth stored up in England be- 
longing to American heirs. Fie gave an ac- 


count ofasuit brought in the name ofthe 


United States against Frazer, Trenholm & Co., 
and read from a report made by the secretary 
of the treasury to the house of representatives 
in 1867, on the subject of that and other simi- 
lar suits. He also read and criticised commt- 


nications from H. B. Littlepage, employed as. 


special attorney for tho government in 1887, in 
relation to the recovery of confederate proper- 
ty, and said that was the sort of information 
by which it was sought to show that the Brit- 
ish ship of war, formerly the Texas, seen by 
Admiral Luce at Bermuda. had been the 
property of the confederate states.

War Between Moonshiners and Citizens Who 
Are Hunting Them. 

BmRuincHam, Ala., July 31.—[Special.]— 
Frog a telegraph operator at Blocton, who 
arrived in the city tonight, were learned the 
meagre details of a bloody tragedy in Bibb 
cotimy, «bout fifty miles south of this city. 

Fa some time a gang of desperate moon- 
shiners has been operating around the coal 
ming and railroad camps in that neighborhood. 
They became so bold that they defied arrest, 
and the last deputy United States marshal 
who visited that section was run off, and 
ordered by the moonshiners never to return. 
LastSunday night this gang of moonshiners 
waylsid and murdered a prominent citizen of 
the county for his money. This aroused such 
excittment among the citizens of BrierfieH, 
and that vicinity, that a strong posse was 
organized to hunt down the outlaws. They 
weresoon found, and after an exchange of 
shotsthe moonshiners took refuge in an old 
drift at the Brierfield coal mines. 

The posse of citizens determined to starve. 
them to death if they would not come out and 
surrender. Last night one of the moonshiners 
mades rush from the drift, hoping to escape 
in thedarkness. He was fired on, and fell 
dead. The others are stili in the drift, and re- 
fuse tosurrender. The names of the parties 
have not been learned, and as the scene of the 
war is remote from any telegraph office, it is 
impossible to obtain fuller particulars to- 
night, 


THE BRUTE CAUGHT. 


Rod Lowry “Arrested in New Orleans—His 
Wife's Plea for Divorce. 

Jackson, Miss., July 31.—[Special.]—The 
sheriff of this county was today notified by 
Chief of Police Henessy, of New Orleans, of 
theapture in that city of Roa Lowry, wanted 
here for the assault on his wife last week, 

Deputy Sheriff Childs, accompanied by an 
assistant, and armed with the proper papers 
from the governor, will leave here tonight 
afterhim. Thecharge is assault and battery 
with intent to killand murder. His wife to- 
day, through her attorneys, filed a bill for di- 
vorce which recites in substance that since 
their marriage on the 28th day of March, last, 
Lowry has repeatedly abused and threatened 
her life; that before his last desperate assault 
on her, but for the intervention of his own re- 
latives, that she would probably have lost her 
life; that to avoid notoriety and public scandal, 
she submitted in silence to his cruel and habit- 
ual maltreatment which she gave him no rea- 
son to inflict, until human endurance and for- 
bearance could avail her no longer; that in as- 
saulting her the last time he choked her till 
she was nearly dead and then struck her sev- 
eral blows with a heavy earthenware pitcher. 
He also lacerated and cut her hands witha 
bottle, and after kicking her left her more dead 
than alive, and fled, since which time he has 
been a fugitive from justice. 


IT COST HIM HIS LIFE. 


An Enraged Father Kills His Daughter’s 
Lover. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 31.—[Special.]— 
A sensational tragedy has just been reported 
from Athens, Tenn., a few miles above this 
city. 

Calvin Faulkner, of Athens, took a Win- 
chester rifle and deliberately shot and killed 
Machael Shantry, who lately came to Athens 
from Washington City. Shantry was a brick 
mason and lately boarded with the Faulkner 
family, and during the time became very inti- 
mate with the latter’s daughter. 
Faulkner finally forbade Shantry from 
coming to his house, and he 
consequently sought boarding elsewhere. This 
afternoon Shantry met the daughterin the 
suburbs of the town with ahack and went 
driving with her, stopping at acountry place 
together for sometime. Faulkner heard of 
the affair and getting a gun and horse went in 
pursuit. He missed them until they arrived 
in town and rode deliberately up to the wagon 
and shot Shantry. 

The unfortunate man died in ashort time 
afterward. Faulkner has been arrested, but 
the sympvthies of the town are with him. 


HE 18S NOT THE MAN, 


The Peculiar Case Which Has Been Puz- 
zling North Carolina Authorities. 

Rateien, N.C., July 31.—[{Special.]—The 
man who has béen under arrest here for 
a month past for Scott Partin, wife and child 
murderer of thirteen years ago, was released 
from jail this morning. 

The district solicitor has been in correspond- 
ence for some time past with a view to estab- 
lishing the identity of the prisoner and at last 
received letters from United States army offi- 
cers which conclusively prove that he was not 
Partin. : 

The case was one of the most peculiar on rec- 
ord. His resemblance to Partin made it impos- 
sible for his old acquaintances to swear that it 
was not he, and the presence of marks and 
scars, like those known to have marked Par- 
tin, made the matter still more difficult. 

He is identified as Robert Lee, who was in 
the Fifth United States artillery in 1875 and 
some time afterwards.

The Discussion on the Parnell 
Commission Bill 


~ GROWS VERY LIVELY INDEED. 


The Government Forees Stand Pirm—No 
Amendments Adopted—Did the Times 
Draw Up the Bill? 


Lonpoyn, July 31.—The debate onthe bill 
for the appointment of a commission to in- 
quire into the Times charges against the Irish 
inembers was resumed in the house of com- 
mons this evening. Mr. W.H. Smith, the 
government leader, moved a suspension of the 
standing order under which the discussion on 
the commission bill would be interrupted.at 
midnight. Mr. Parnell protested against a 
suspension of the order. He said it was an 
omendment to continne discussion on @ meas- 
ure of the first importance, after the house 
had been sitting nine hours. Mr. Smith’s. 
motion was adopted bya vote of 231 to 159, 
Mr. Gladstone and others of opposition voted | 
with the minority and were cheered by the 
Parneliites. 

Tonight Mr, Parnell, resuming the debate 
on R. T. Reid’s proposal to restrict inquiring 
into conduct of his associates to accusations 
for murder and violence, said that he referred 
yesterday evening to proceedings of the cabi- 
net in office fr6m 18582 which had frequently 
been divulged by Mr. Chamberlain to himself 
and other nationals. 

At this point, the chairman interfered to 
state that this line of observation was not in 
order. 

Mr. Parnell replied that if this were the case 
he would reserve his further statements on the 
subject until he came before the commission, 
when he-would be prepared to prove his 
charges by his own and other’s evidence, and 
by documents and statements of Mr. Chamber- 
lain himself. The nationals, continued Mr. 
Parnell, believing that they had with them the 

eonle of England, as they had the people of 

reland in the outside world, were quite ready 
to meet definite charges before the court or 
commission: but they could not meet the in- 
nuendos which would be used to raise the 
cloud of suspicion for political purposes. It was 
not reasonable to ask them to go before the 
commission unless they were told who 
their accusers were and of what they were ac 
cused. Such fair play might be teo much to 
bestow upon Irishmen. They were told they 
might extract the charges from ‘‘Parnellism 
and Crime.’” He declihed to use that foul 
and libelons pamphlet. He and his coll es 
were ready to meet any charges definitely 
formulated. If the amendment didn’t cover 
such charges, they were willing to alter fit. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he desired to -offera 
personal explanation. Mr. Parnell had made 
certain vague and shadowy accusations against 
him, referring to he knew not what, and had 
threatened to bring the accusations before a 
commission.. That is well, if the charges were 
germane to the subjects referred to the com- 
mission. He would be happy togive any 
explanatious that might be found necessary. 
As far as he could understand the accusations, 
it was alleged that during the period from 
1876 to 1880, before he wWas a 
minister he had constantly incited 
the Parnellites to do what 
was afraid to himself do. That wasnotla véry 
serious charge. He was. perfectly ‘te. 
leave the question of his persanal-co 
in the hands of his friends, or even of his ene- 
mies. Mr. Parnell further accused him of be- 
traying secrets of the cabinet between 1880 and 
1885. So far as he recollected the only direct 
communications he had had with Mr. Parnell 
during the whole of that period were as fol- 
lows: First, a communication related to Par- 
nell’s release from Kilmainham jail and infor- 
mation of what occurred was duly conveyed to 
Messrs, Gladstone and Forster; second, a com- 
munication referred to the formation of na- 
tional councils in Ireland. This scheme Mr. 
Parnell himself had suggested to him. Mr. 
Parnell now denied ever having approved that 
proposal. 

Parnell, ‘‘I don’t deny assenting to the pro- 
osal to establish a national council in Dublin. 
Vhat I deny is constructing or assenting to 

Chamberlain’s scheme.” 

Mr. Chamberlain repeated that the scheme 
was brought to him by Mr. Parnell. He had 
proof of this in Parnell’s own hand—not let- 
ters written by his secretary, but letters wholly 
in Parnell’s writing. Everything that passed 
between himself and Parneil was immediately 
communicated to Gladstone and Lord Hart- 
ington and other ministers. On two other 
occasions he had had direct personal cémmun 
ication with Mr. Parnell. Once was in the 
house of commons, about which he remem- 
bered nothing; the other was on the Sunday 
after the Phoenix park murders. O’Shea 
called on him, bringing Parnell with him. 

Mr. Parnell said: ‘“Lhat’s not true.” 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that O’Shea was 
certainly present, but that nothing was said or 
done at that meeting which either he or Mr. 
Parnell had occasion to conceal or of which 
either could be ashamed. 

Mr. Parnell, in reply, said that Mr. Cham- 
berlain might be a clever man but he was not 
clever enough to ride off on a pean onrse f 
false issue by the Irish loeal government bill. 

Mr. Parne!l desired to say only one thing 
more. Mr. Chamberlain had stated that the 
interview was after the Phanix park murders 
wore arragned by O’Shea. That was untrue. 
He had never informed O’Shea that he was 
going to see Mr. Chamberlain, O’Shea did not 
accompany him, he came afterwards. 

In division on Reid’s amendment the house 
voted 249 against and 107 for it. 

Mr. Anderson moved the amendment that 
charges to be investigated by the committee be 
defined in a schedule. 

Mr. Mathews opposed the motion. The 
amendment was then rejected by a vote of 245 
to 200. 

Mr. Malloy, member for King’s county, Ire- 
land, proposed an amendment to modify the 
clause regarding allegations made so as to in- 
clude only such of them as the committee 
might think fit to investigate. 

Mr. Mathews objected, saying the amend- 
ment was useless. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt charged the 
government with refusing to accept the amend- 
ment because Sir Webster, attorney-general, 
had told them that the commission must in- 
quire into anything the Times wished to have 
investigated. 

Mr. Bannerman Robertson, solicitor-general 
for Scott, indignantly repudiated the imputa- 
tion that the government wasin collusion with 
the Times. 

Sir Harcourt offered to withdraw his state 
ment if Mr. Smith would.say that Mr. Walter 
of the Times, had not been consulted. 

Mr. Smith replied in an excited manner that 
the charge is so contemptible it is not worthy 
of denial. I deny it absolutely and am amazed 
that any gentleman could have been found in 
this house who would make it. 

Sir William Harcourt—As I understand 
Mr. Smith to say he has not seen Mr. Walter, 
I withdraw the statement.

Just back of the village of Wrightsville, se 
back against the rocky cliff, and surrounded 
by forest trees on every side except the front 
stands an old mansion of the architecture an 
handiwork of three or four generations ago, 
The building has long since fallen a prey a 
decay, and looks gloomy and weird in its soli 
tude beneath the drapery of the Aeathted oe 
forest. . 

It is atwo-story structure with a basement;, 
and running back from this latter apartment.

vaults. Irom the long, broad porches, now’ 
frail, rickety and far on the road to ruin, the 
view is a most charming one. A rill that leaps’ 
over a small cascade near the house leaps 
down the hill and halts at the base long‘ 
enough to form a brook, which, in its peaceful! 
course through green fields, can have no more* 
apt comparison than a thread of silver running; 
at randgimn through a pattern of emerald plushe 

From the old building the hills diverge ini 
graceful angles, opening the valley lands like! 
a great fan to the delighted view of the spectae’ 
tor. Far away the Ohio runs, a blue crescent,’ 
its clear water reflecting the deeper azure and 
golden lights of the great canopy above. Be- 
yond are the. Kentucky hills, green in the rich) 
verdure of their yielding grasses and dotted’ 
with handsome Durhams, fine draught horses’ 
and fleet tacers, all forming a pleasing and 
appropriate background to a picture of happy 
prosperity and contentment. 

Tradition has it that this house in the earlier 
days of our history was the headquarters of a 
band of river pirates and outlaws of the Krilf 
and Murrell stamp,and there is much in, 
history to bear out thisidea, It was in those 
days the resort, of people whose tendencies’ 
were toward the aristocratic to afar greater 
extent than their simple surroundings would 
seem to warrant. Summer after summer 
fashionably-dressed persons came on the river 
in barges, or rode across the country on fine 
horses, to spend the season in peace and 
pleasure. The place was presided over by a 
lady of foreign birth, who possessed rare cul- 
ture and intelligence, and a charm of manner 
which captivated all who claimed the honor of 
meeting her. She had three sons, all fine 
looking, handsome fellows, bearing the un-' 
doubted evidence of fine blood and high breed« 
ing. The story of Blennerhassett was still! 
fresh in the minds of the people who lived it! 
that vicinity, and they,in their simplicity, 
never questioned but that the occupants of the’ 
house on the hill were nobility, banished from 
sone land beyond the sea. 

This splendid condition of life at the house 
continued for years, and then the ending came 
as suddenly and as startingly as-aclap of thune 
der heralds the lightning’s ruin.

The following August, on a bright afternoon, 
a party of horsemen in theuniform of the 
American army rode upto the Wrightsvillé 
place. They found it deserted. The one seng, 
tinel left tolook after the place had espied! 
their coming, and secreted himself. After: 
searching the premises the party retired to _ 
bottoms, where aman was at work, to learn 
the whereabouts of the absentees. They were 
informed of the locality, and the wan was en 
gaged to pilot them to the Springs. . 

The quick ear of the watchman had heard! 
their mission, however, which was to arrest 
the occupants of the house for counterfeiting 
and robbery, and he started immediately fof 
the Kentucky shore, and then plunging int& 
the forest made his way directly to Esculapiad 

The following morning the woman and hes 
family and friends were gone. They ha 
taken with them such articles of value as the 
could carry, and so carfully concealed theit 
tracks that nothing could be learned of theism 
course or destination. , 

It then transpired that the woman, whosef 
name was Martin, was in league with one of 
the worst bands on the Ohio and Mississipp 
rivers, and that her sons were among the mos 
daring raiders of the lot. 

The house at Wrightsville which had been 
left by the soldiers under a guard, was thor 
oughly searched, but nothing of value was ob= 
tained aside from the household effects, the, 
robbers having evidently concealed everything. 
of a moneyed or treasure Character before 
leaving. | 

The grounds about the house were afterward! 
honeycom bed by searchers after the hidden 
treasures, but nothing was found, and in time: 
all memory of the robber clan passed from the 
public mind. 

The presence of these young men at 
time has given rise to much speculation 
cerning their movements. The prev ailin 
idea is that they have lately come into infor 
mation that may lead them to the discovery off 
the hidden weaith. At any rate, it 
probable that they would be here withou 
some tangible basis upon which to work, an 
further movements and . developments are 
anxiously awaited by the people among whont 
the history of the old house and its occupant# 
ee so suddenly and so strangely re@ 
vived. ;

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STATE ROAD REPORT. 


An Inventory of the Property of 
the Road. 


List of FPetterments by the Lessees—The 
Value When the Lessoes Took Charge 
of the Property—Other News, 


THE CONSTITUTIQN struck it. 

The betterments question is the sensation of 
the State road report. 

The report of the commission of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, appointed by Governor 
Gordon under the act of the last legislature to 
quake an inventory of the property of the road, 
and to appraise the same, has been filed in the 
executive department. 

The report isa very voluminons document, 
and contains a myriad of minute details which 
it is not necessary to print in order to arrive at 
a clear understanding of the situation. 

The grand feature of this report—the one 
feature, it may be written,in which the people 
of Georgia feel the profoundest interest—is the 
deliverance of the commission on tfe all-im- 
portant subject of betterments. 

Tur CONSTITUTION announced the news, as 
Jong ago as last Friday, that the report would 
embody a statement concerning betterments., 

That announcement was singularly correct. 

While the report does not recommend that 
these betterments be paid, it does not recom- 
mend that they be not paid. On this particular 
point silence reigns throughout the document. 

Still,the subject of betterments makes a coni- 
spicuous figure in the report—a very big and 
commanding figure. The word betterments is 
often and glibly used in the estimates, and the 
fact that the exact amount of betterments has 
been calculated with the greatest nicety, item 
by ftem, and carefully added up in tabulated 
form, proves conclusively that much of the 
most devoted labor of the commission was 
spent upon this interesting theme. 

As the proof of the pudding is in chewing 
the string, the following faithful transcript 
from the report is presented for the entertain- 
ment and instruction of the public:

THE REPORT SY NOPSIZED. 

Through the courtesy of the Hon. Chess B. 
Howard, of the commission, Tus. Constitu- 
v10ON has been furnished with an abstract of 
the report, which appears below. 

A careful perasal of this abstract will show 
that THE CONSTITUTION anticipated several of 
the salient features in giving the news last 
Friday—the very first news, indeed, that was 
printed about this important report. 

That article stated that the report would 
estimate the value of the road tobe between 
six and seven milion dollars—that 
one million dollars worth of real estate was 
owned by the road in Chattanooga—that the 
road now had about double the number of lo- 
comotives and cars as when leased—that 
the principal bridges; formerly of wood, were 
now of iron—that steel rails had been substi- 
tuted for iron rails—and that the value of the 
road would be estimated with reference to the 
East Tennessee; Virginia and Georgia since 
that line came in competition with it four 
years ago. But here is the abstract of the re- 


port: 
The Condition of the Road Bed, 


The road bed between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga is in fine condition. Most of the road 
was originally graded for a double track, and 
the cuts andembankments are of full width 
and well preserved. 

About eighty-six miles of the main line of 
the road ne ad partly with rock ballast 
and partly with clinker. About twenty-one 
yniles of side track is ballasted with clinker. 

The cross-ties are in good order and in full 
number, and will require only the usual yearly 
renewal, which is being attended to, to make 
good those becoming defective from year to 

rear. 

The sidings at Atlanta and Chattanooga and 
along the line ef the road are in good order. 
Generally the ties in the sidings are in good 
order. . , 

The surface’and alignment of the road 
és good and in fine condition. 

From the initial point at the sonth or east 
end of the passenger depot building at Atlanta, 
to near the first mile post, 1,543 yards of main 
track was laid with steel rails weighing 50 

vounds to the yard between 1880 and 1885, at 
vifferent periods. 

In the first 1,543 yards is comprised the 
freight yards, train yards and all other tracks 
in and about the shops and freight house, and 
the estimate of iron is included under the head 
of siding. 

From the south and east end of the passen- 
ger depot at Atianta, to the north and west 
end of the passenger depot at Chattanooga, a 
distance of: 137 miles’ and 1,000 yards, 
the main line track is laid with 
steel rails weighing 56 pounds to the yard, ex- 
cept about three-fourths of a mile between 
the 121 and 122 mile posts, which is Jaid with 
rails weighing 50 poands to the yard. 

Seven miles and 1,078 yards of 565-pound 
steel rail, and 805 yards of 50-pound steel rail 
is laid on sidings, all of Which was laid in the 
yards and length as$per accompanying table. 

We also submit a table which shows when 
and where the steel rail on the main line was 
laid. Wecould not, without much trouble 
and expepse, furnish the same information as 
to where the 8 miles and 120 yards of steel rail 
were laid on sidings. 

As a general rule, it was laid on the end of 
turnouts, or at points where passing of trains 
was most frequent, and in the yards at Atlanta 
and Chattanooga. 

One other table shows the length of time 
each section of steel rail has been in use, with 
the present value, assuming that steel. rails 
under the tonnage of this road. will last 16 2-3 
years, or wear out in value and weight 6 per 
cent. of its life per year. 

Attached thereto is statement table ‘‘d,’’ 
showing the number of miles, tons, etc., of 
iron rails in side tracks, with its value; 
also the number of splices, bolts, 
and pounds of spikes, with 
their value in the main lines and side tracks, 
also yalue and number of cross ties, laying 
track, Xc., and the number of miles of ballast 
in main line and side tracks, the total of which 
gives the yalue of the superstructure of the 
road.

WALKER ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


He Preferred Death to the Penitentiary—

THE CHICAGO MAKKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, July 21—The tables were turned in 
wheat and corn on’changetoday. Wheat was weak 
and closed 2',¢ lower than yesterday. Corn sold Ic 
higher early without apparent reason, and closed 
\oec higher. The wheat market wasa fickle one. It 
was not until the price, by suceessive dips and ral- 
lies, worked its way down 2c under the closing price 
of yesterday that many.of the enthusiastic bulls 
coula see that the bulge was a thing of the past, and 
that the market was not only weak but heavy. 
Curb influences were given undue force, and there 
was great disappointment both here and at New 
York when prices opened Ic lower for the leading 
futures with the others dragging. Export clearances 
of wheat and flour from the Atlantic ports, and the 
bulls began to fear that the export buying reported 
did not mean much. There wastalk of quiet sell- 
ing by leaders while they bought openly. Sales 
ranged as follows until near the close: August 83%<c, 
to 8344, to 83%éc, down to 62%. September $4%4c 
down to 83%c, up to 84%<c, dgwn to 833¢c, up to 83% 
and back to 83\4c, or 1°%4c under last night. The 
market at the finish was weaker than at any time 
during the session. September, the leader, closed 
244c lower than at the same hour yesserday. 

The peculiar strength of corn early, and the way 
the price was kept up to the close, puzzled the best 
men in the pit. There was some bull news from 
Kansas early, and no doubt some covering on that 
account, but that was not sufficient to explain the 
jump of le or more on all futures the first hour. 
Receipts here were less than the estimates, but still 
reached 550 cars with 338 carsof No. 2 grade. Out- 
inspection was against the bulls, being only 162.00u 
bushels. Prices ranged: August 4544c, up to 46i<c 
and back to 45%c, September 454c up to 45\e, 
back to 45% ce, closing at 45'4c, 

Speculative trade in oa's was rather animated 
early, July being in good request from shorts, and 
advancing fully le over yesterday’s closing; and 
other deliveries followed with firmness and 4c ad- 
vyanee, being influenced by the improvement in 
corm. A beavy fallofrainearly in the day also 
caused some covering. The last hour of the session 
witnessed a quiet market, with all ofthe advance 
for July, at one time lost, though the final price was 
6c higher, and other deliveries. became heavy, so 
as to be finally the same to only ec above the last 
quotation of yesterday. 

Active business was transacted in provisions, but 
an unsettled feeling prevailed. Shorts bought freely, 
and longs realized large part of trading, however, 
was in changing contracts frorf August to September 
Several large holders of pork threatened to deliver 
it tomorrow, unless differences were widened. Their 
threats had desired effect, and pork was changed at 
2c to dc better than yesterday, 12%4c to lic being 
paid.

SHOT YESTERDAY MORNING.

Anderson Phelps Shoots a Little Ten-Year-

It wasraining and 
they must have been running to get out of it. 
There had been an entertainment of some 
kind and they were coming home from that. 
As soon as I woke I waked up my husband 
and asked him to-run and see what that was. 
die turned the blinds and said he saw some- 
body there at §the gate. Then he took his 
pistol and ran to the front door, and the min- 
ute he opened the front door he shot towards 
the gate. 

“This little girl, Willie May Taylor, was on 
the doorsteps just ready to take hold of the 
knob. She screamed and put her hand to her 
right breast, near the throat. I asked her if 
Anderson had-shot her, and she said: ‘I don’t 
know; I feel. something hurt me right here.’ I 
unbutioned her dress and saw the blood. We 
then carried her to he parents, in the next 
room there, and did all we could for her.’’ 

“Yes,’’ said Phelps yesterday, “I was just 
scared and thought it was burglars out there. 
I didn’t see the child when I shot, for I shot 
just as I opened the door.” 

The father and mother of the wounded 
child seem to think that the affair was an acci- 
dent.

The pistol is a S2-calibre “Smith &

Yesterday forenoon about 11 o’clock Tom 
Weaver, the negro that escaped from the wait- 
ing room at the station house by jumping from 
a window while recorder’s court was In ses- 
sion, was arrested by Patrolman Looney, on 
Decatur street, just above Ivy. 

As usual, when arrests are made in this 
quarter, a number of negroes followed behind, 
the number increasing rapidly. 

Finally they became so bold as to shout at 
the officer, and began pushing against him. 

All this encouraged the prisoner, and he be- 
gan struggling. He tore the ofticer’s coat and 
bit his hand. 

The crowd grew so boisterous that the officer 
was compelled to take his prisoner into Sci- 
pel’s coal yard, and from there he telephoned 
to police headquarters for assistance. 

Patrolman Looney held his fort like grim 
death until Patrolman McGee came. He 
then took McGce’s stick and held the door 
while the mob shouted and cursed around 
him. 

A negro named Brewster, the one that did 
most to cause the disturbance, was arrested 
and landed in the coal yard office. The ofii- 
cers were busy, Looney at the door and McGee 
with Tom Weaver, and Brewster made his es- 
cape through a window. 

Chief Connolly, with Patrolmen Hagerman, 
Ivey, Thompson and Scals arrived soon in re- 
sponse to the telephone. 

The police then ordered the crowd to dis- 
perse, and the negroes began moving off. 


They were sullen and insubordinate,and a man. 


and a2 woman were arrested in the coal yard, 
andscarried tothe station house with Tom 
Weaver. Their names are Lewis Young and 
Alice Atkins, and the charge against them is 
disorderly conduct. 

The negroes quieted down gradually. Alonzo 

surnett, the colored editor and politician, did 
all he could to keep order, and to his influence 
ainong the negroes a great deal is due. 

It was just about here, on Decatur streét, 
that the Fourth of July riot, or attempt ata 
riot, occurred. 

An arrest on Decatur street is liable to cause 
trouble at almost any time, and the policemen 
say that the feeling may even yet terminate in 
a bloody riot.
